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Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant's amendments are appreciated. The applicant's amendments have furthered prosecution. 
However, the examiner requires additional time to search the specific alkanolamine. The examiner is also concerned with the applicant's 
instant claims 20 and 26. In claims 20 and 26 the applicant uses the term "comprises" which fails to further limit the parent claim. It is 
suggested in these claims that the applicant state "alkanolamine compound further comprises" as the parent claim already defines the 
alkanolamine. In claim 26, the applicant should remove the phrase ", or both" as the claim no longer refers to two compounds. The 
examiner requires additional time to update the search for the applicant's now specific alkanolamine. 
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
